Pꝛovided alſo, That all Sugars, Inditoe, Ginger, Cotten-CTiool, og all other Coels, and 
all other Commodicteg ot the Gꝛowth oꝛ Manukacture of any che Enguſh Plantations firſt m- 
poꝛted into, and landed in England 02 Wales, and atterward erpoꝛted trom thence into this pour 
Majeſties Kingdom ok Ireland, do pap but one half part of all ſuch cuſtoms and Subſidies as at- 
toꝛding to the ſaid Book of Bates is impoſed and ſet upon the ſaid Commodities, and that all 
lines and Tobaccoes of what ſoꝛt ſoever Impoꝛted into this your Majeſties Realm of Iceland 
our of pour Kingdom of England 02 Dominion of Wales, do pay ſo much only in Subſidy as up- 
on Expoꝛtation of the ſame lines and Tobaccoes out of England ſhall o2 ought to be re-paid o2 
diſcharged of the Subſidy of Tunnage and Poundage, and additional duties there paid o2 ſecured 
fo2 the ſane, and that fo? all other Foꝛreign Commodities, except (lines and Tobaccoes, and 
Commodities from the Engliſh Plantations above mentioned Impoꝛted into this pour Majeſties 
Kingdom of Ircland by any your Majeſties Subjects from any the parts and places beyond the 
Stag, other than from pour Majeſties Realm of England o: Dominion of Wales, there ſhall be 
ſatisfied and paid to your Ma jeſty, pour Heirs and Duccefſo2s foꝛ tber, one third moꝛe in ſubſidies 
ober and above the ſubſidy payable foꝛ the ſame attoꝛding to your Book of Rates above ment1-

Any 
thing betoze in this Act, oꝛ in the Book of Rates to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

And whereas by Act of Council made at this Board dated the 15th. day of September 1662. fo2 
the reaſons therein erpꝛeſſed, we did reſolve and agree to diſpenſe with the ere:41tjon of the ſaid 
thꝛee ſeberal pꝛoviſoes oꝛ clauſes contained in the ſaid Act, foꝛ the ſpace of (fir moneths then nert 
enſuing, and that the particular Commodities herein hereafter mentioned be froiii thentekoꝛth du- 
ring the ſaid Gr moneths rated as folleweth, viz. 


Iron of all ſoꝛts twenty pound per tunn, and to pay thereout twenty ſhillings per tunn foꝛ Cu- 


ſtome, and twenty ſhillings per tunn koꝛ Excize. 

All Silks w20ought, and all Silks manufactured, except Ribbans, to be rated at thirty ſhil- 
lings per pound, and to pay thereout eighteen pence the pound fo? Extize. 

And that as all plate is fretd of Cuſtome, ſo it be freed of Exci ze alſo, | 

And whereas by Act of Council dated the 28. of January 1662. CCle did reſolbe and agree to dil⸗ 
penſe with the execution cf the laid thzee ſeveral p2oviſoes oꝛ clauſes fo2 the ſpace of one whole 
year from the erpiration of the ſaid ſir moneths, nodo foꝛ ſpecial reaſons of State neerly concern- 
ing His Majeſties Servite, and in pꝛebention of the inconveniences, which may otherwiſe hap- 
pen to this Kingdom, and people in general, Cle think fit, and ſo do reſolve and agree by this our 
Act of Countil to diſpenſe, and do acco2iingly hereby diſpenſe with the erecution of the afoꝛeſaid 
thꝛet ſeveral p2oviſoes oꝛ clauſes ſoꝛ the ſpace of one whole year from the erpiration of the ſaid 
foꝛmer one whole year. And do hereby declare that the particular Commodities herein fo2merly 
mentioned be during the laid one whole year from the er piration of the ſaid fozmer mentioned one 
whole year as afoꝛeſaid, rated as they are foꝛmerly rated in the ſaid Act of Council, dated the 
15. of September 1662. and not otherwiſe. 

And it is oꝛdered, That this diſpenſation be made known to the Farmers of His Ma jeſties 
Cuſtoms and Exci ze in this Binadom to be by them ſignified tothe Otkiters ok all the ſeveral 
Poꝛts of this Kingdom, and the ſeveral Creeks and Members thereot, to the end that all Perſons 
concerned map contozm themſelves and yield obedience thereunto.
